FLOCKING INTO MOUNTAINS

Reports of the State fish and 
game commission that there are 
10,000 surplus deer in the fore.st 
of Southern California to-^k fie 
greatest aggregation of hunters 
of all time Into the High Sierras 
during the deer sea.son in Inyo 
county. For days roads le.iding 
from the desert into all the can¬ 
yons were crowded with the cars 
of nimrods, according to Mark 
Ualley of Alegria ave., who was 
home over the weekend from his 
famed Co.so Springs health resort 
near Lone Pine. 

“It is known that the number 
of hunters is at lea.st 300 per 
cent greater than in any other 
year,” said Mr. Dailey. "It i.s 
really a fact that roads leading 
in to the points where hunters 
h.ive to pack in to the hunting 
areas were octu illy not only con- 
ge.sted, but packed, and the na¬ 
tives have never ceased to won¬ 
der how .so many people were 
able to make it with their ‘A’ ga.s 
ration book.s. But they did, some¬ 
how, for only five cars were held 
up by OPA official-s at Bi.shop 
for prohibitesl driving. 

"Also the natives were astound¬ 
ed at the number of women who 
are going in for hunting this 
year. It ia estimated that at 


least 25 per cent of the hunters 
were women, all abundantly pre¬ 
pared for camping out and rough¬ 
ing it.” 

While the fi.sh and game com- 
mlession estimates the surplus of 
deer at 10,000 It predict-s that 
less than 100 will be tsk-.'n out 
hv hunters and that many more 
than that number will die of 
starv.stlon. It Is believed that 
.5000 of the 10,000 surplus is to 
be found in the area between the 
Santa Barbara county line and 
the Mexican border where It Is 
estimated about 500 will be killed 
in the December 11-31 deer hunt¬ 
ing season here.

1 Around December 15, the 
' American housewife will have to 
. start familiarizing herself with

Chief of Police Neil F. Anderson 
of Pasadena explained: 

“Pedestrian traffic deaths and 
injuries in Los Angeles county 
increased 23 per cent during the 
first 10 months of this year as 
compared to the same period of 
1942 . An influx of military per¬ 
sonnel and war workers unfamil¬ 
iar with metropolitan traffic con¬ 
ditions has added to the prob¬ 
lem. 

“The program, which has been 
unaniraou.sly approved by the 
peace officers’ council, will enlist 
the support of the mayors, the 
courts and all other official 
agencies. It is proposed to have 
all mayors in the county issue 
proclamations, calling for public 
suppport in the effort.”
